Edmonton's warm spell is about 
to pause in its stride, according to} 
the forecast of “fair with somewhat 
lower temperatures.” Sagging 
slightly from temperatures of the 
past few days, the highest tempera- 
ture Thursday was 50 above, regis- 
tered at 11 am.; the lowest reading 
up to 9 am.
